In IStifl there was an 
almnst goiioial insurrection against the 
rule of the .Sultan, which if*. '♦' nearly 
becanio successful. Tlie"^ -Huropean 
Powers intorfpred, and a kind of TTomo 
lliilo was oxioiiilod to tli. iii, r.ui thoy 
wore IK.I satisliid \, illi llii.- , aiol l.i.loil 
up other rows, so that lo ipiiot ibcin a 
constitution was given them in 1S78. 
Ill time, as iu most cimstilutiunal uoun- 
tries, two parties were formed, and the 
bellicose spirit of the peojile found vent 
ill 11 d but bU.odlo.ss pnli'ioal , ■mitosis, 
'1 iio partii'S aro ind o do il 'i'm ios ami 
Wliigs. or Coiisorvalivos and Liberals 
but " llarotonis" and "Ilavorsiicka." 
.■Vs the political education of the Cretans 
ad\'uucc<l they showed their progress by 
adopting the spoils system. A little 
time ago the Conservatives, who had 
been in power iiuito a long while, 
wore ovorwlieliningly defeated at 
tlio iiulls. The Liberals, like 
(he Uopiiblicans of the United Stales, 
were huugry for oliice. They demanded 
the spoils and the Governor, who 
thought it good policy to curry favor 
with them, did what ho could tn satisfy 
llioni. Tho ( 'onsoi\iiti\ OS nf coiii> 
protostod. 'i'lio oporatinu nf ib'oapit: 
lion was not pica.saiit, and tlio3- did 
what they could to keep tho otlicus they 
filled. Thoy held indiguution meetings 
and |ietitioiied the Sultan, but 
the work of decapitation still 
wo'iit on. ("onsorvalivos Wore oon- 
liiui.illy I'oiiig iiiino.l mil nf nilioo, 
ami I..ilierals were apiiointed in tlieii 
[ilaces. The discontented and wronged 
Conservatives then commenced to agi 
late for aniiexat ion with Creece. Tin 
agitation in tiiiio ceased to be conslitii 
tional and peaceful. I'rnm words tin 
liarefonts and tlie llnvorsaoks oamo ic 
blows, and at last the dislurbaiice ha; 
become so severe tliat tho Sultan has 
felt it his duty to interfere. It is said 
that eighty thousand of the Tiirkisli 
.lorvos have been tiiiiu:d nut 
keop the poaoe in Croti'. 'I'lio (i 
onior, who li.as boon Ino Han isniiian 
ill his policy, has been recalled 
and a commission has been sent to 
Crete to find out what is the matter 
and what is thr best M'iiy to restori 
poaoo. Tho b ssiiii to be learned from 
(his ilisturiiaiioe ill Crete ajiiioars tn bi 
that oniistitiitiniial gnvo'rnnioiit will iinl 
work well unless the people are odii 
cated to use it for their own good, 
and also that Home Rule is not a cure 
for all the evils social and political 
with which a coninuinity may be 
.illliet<'d. Tlioii' is iin tolling how tbi' 
listllrbalioo » ii! c-li(l. 'f ho pai l nf llio 

world in which t'rele is situated is under 
the guardianship of tho Great I'owora. 
No matter what Turkey or Crete or 
Greece may want, or what, if left to 
themselves, they might agree upon, 
tho "balance of power" roipiircs that 
I Iio . I' disputes iu them must be acllled 
iiol tlioir torritory disposed according 
I.I llio pnlir y uhioh il .-aiits the great 
f'.iii npoaii powers lo ailopl.

The destruction caused by the firo 
of London, A. D. IGGG, during which
